By-Laws of the North Coast Amateur Radio Club 


Adopted by the Charter Members, May 14, 1983 


Revised, April 04, 1985 


ARTICLE I - NAME The name of this club is duly set forth as the North Coast Amateur Radio Club, and shall 
herein be known as N.C.A.R.C. and shall be a non-profit service oriented organization with 
the following aims and purposes.

ARTICLE II - PURPOSE The purpose of N.C.A.R.C. shall be: 


A. To promote, install, maintain and operate an open amateur radio repeater or repeaters for the purpose 
of providing reliable communications between and with other amateur stations with a primary purpose of 
public service and specifically dedicated to emergency communications during declared periods of disaster 
or community need. Further, such emergency communications systems shall be provided to support civic 
need when called upon but not to be totally subservient to city, county, state or federal control except 
in the case of national emergency. 


) B. To promote the interest of amateur radio communications through harmonious usage by holders of valid 


amateur licenses issued by the Federal Communications Commission. 


ARTICLE III - MEMBERSHIP The General membership of the N.C.A.R.C. at any time shall include any person who 
may be interested in amateur radio and the advancement of same. 


ARTICLE IV - ELECTIONS 
Section I All nominations for trustees and officers will occur at the April meeting. 
Section II All individuals nominated must be present during the April meeting to accept the nomination, 
or must have a letter on file with the club secretary as to their intention of accepting if 


nominated and elected. 


Section III The election ballot shall be mailed to all members in good standing with the newsletter 
following the April nomination meeting. 


Section IV The completed ballot shall be returned to the person appointed at the April meeting accompanied 
with the dues for the up coming year not less than two weeks prior to the June meeting. 


Section V At the June meeting the results of the election will be determined. The newly elected officers 
‘and trustee terms will commence effective July l.

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] ARTICLE V - MEETINGS 


Section I N.C.A.R.C. shall have six meetings per year. August, October, December, February, April, 
and June of each year at a place that is chosen by the membership. 


Section II All trustees of N.C.A.R.C. shall meet within two weeks prior to all regular meetings at the 
discretion of the President. 


ARTICLE VI - VOTING 


Section I All N.C.A.R.C. members in good standing have equal voting privileges. 


Section II In all actions taken at meetings, two thirds (2/3) vote shall be cast for any action to be 
passed by the members present. we 


ARTICLE VII - OFFICERS 


Section I N.C.A.R.C. shall have four officers: 


A. President - to preside at and conduct all meetings. The president also has the authority to appoint 
committees to act on specific tasks which may be outside the scope of normal routine business. 


B. Vice President - to assist the president, and in the absence of the president to take over those duties. 

C. Secretary - to record in writing all business and actions taken at all meetings. 

D. Treasurer - to maintain an up-to-date record of the N.C.A.R.C. assets and liabilities, to receive, and 
deposit all monies, and to dispense any funds necessary in the normal activities of the club so directed 
by the trustees or actions made at meetings. 

Section II All officers of N.C.A.R.C. are elected by the membership. 


Section III The term of office for all officers of N.C.A.R.C. shall be one year. 


Section IV No officer shall be required to have any bond or surety for the faithfull performance of their 
duties with the exception of the treasurer. 


Section V Officers or Trustees failing to attend three (3) consecutive board of director meetings without 
just cause shall be removed from office and their office declared vacant. Just cause may include 
but is not limited to illness, job, or relocation. 


ARTICLE VIII - TRUSTEES 


Section I Trustees of N.C.A.R.C. are primarily responsible for monitoring the various activities of the 
club to insure that its own purposes described in Article II are accomplished. 


Section II The trustees of N.C.A.R.C. shall be limited to nine (9) individuals elected from the general 
membership through the normal election process.

Section III The term of office for trustees are as follows: During the first election process, there shall 
be elected nine (9) trustees; three (3) for one (1) year; three (3) for two (2) years; three (3) 
for three (3) years. At all subsequent elections, there shall be elected three (3) trustees for 
three (3) years. 


Section IV No contract which exceeds $100.00 may be entered into without a majority vote of the general 
membership. The only exception would be by an affirmative vote by the trustees in the case of 
emergency repair needs.

Section V No trustee shall be required to have any bond or surety for the faithfull performance of their 
duties. 


Section VI No trustee shall be entitled to or shall receive any compensations for attendance at any 
meetings or other services rendered to the club. 


Section VII Officers or Trustees failing to attend three (3) consecutive board of director meetings without 
just cause shall be removed from office and their office declared vacant. Just cause may include 
but is not limited to illness, job, or relocation. 


ARTICLE IX - QUORUM A quorum for all meetings shall consist of 3 officers and 15 members. A quorum must be 
present in order for any action to be made at a meeting. 


@ ARTICLE X - MEMBERSHIP DUES The annual membership dues of N.C.A.R.C. shall be: $12.00 per year, prorated at 
$1.00 per month starting July lst of each year. Family membership - each 
additional person at the same residence may also be a voting member of N.C.A.R.C. 
at the annual fee of $6.00 per year, prorated at $.50 per month starting July lst 
of each year. 


ARTICLE XI - LIABILITY No member shall be liable to N.C.A.R.C. for any loss of the club's property or damage 
thereto unless such loss or damage is caused by their own gross negligence or willful 
misconduct. 


ARTICLE XII - AMENDMENT OF BY-LAWS These By-laws may be amended by an affirmative vote of two thirds (2/3) of 
the votes cast by the membership present at a meeting. Any proposed 
amendments must be read at a previous meeting prior to any action. 


ARTICLE XIII - PARLIAMENTARY AUTHORITY "Robert's Rule of Order, Revised" shall govern any situation at 
meetings not specifically covered by these By-laws.
